“The wrong fertilizer and too 
I much nitrogen is the greatest 
cause of high nicotine tobacco,” 
County Agent Charlie Dixon said 
{today. He said a check with fer¬ 
tilizer dealers showed that more 
18-8-6 fertilizer and leas -4- 1 0-16 
I was being sold in Morgan county 
this year. He said there are some 
I fields where 6-8-6 will meet the 
[ needs adequately. However, in 
! many others, this fertilizer will 
result in too much nitrogen and 
too little potash. It is the high 
nitrogen that makes high nico¬ 
tine and reduces the use of bur- 
) ley tobacco in cigarettes This is 
one of the big reasons why less 
I burley is being used and allot¬ 
ments are being reduced. 

Mr. Dixon illustrated the point 
| this way: Suppose a field is low | 
I in potash. It may need 2001 
| pounds of actual potash and n 
| maximum of 140 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per acre. On such fields 

I most farmers have a good vetch 
crop and some manure. A good 
vetch crop would add 60 pounds 
of nitrogen. Six tons of manure 
per acre would add another 60 
pounds of nitrogen, making a 
total of 120 pounds of nitrogen 

! per cere just from the vetch and 
manure. Many farmers will then 
use 1,500 pounds of 6-8-6 ferti- 

II izer per acre, thus adding anoth¬ 
er 90 pounds of nitrogen. This 
would make a total of 210 
pounds of actual nitrogen per 
acre or 70 pounds more than can 
be safely used for high quality

| total of 150 pounds of actual pot- 
| ash. This is 50 pounds short of 
the need. Potash is what gives 
I the thin, silky quality to tobacco, 

I makes it ripen evenly and helps 
keep the nicotine low. 

If farmers want to produce a 
high quality, low-nicotine tobac¬ 
co they should provide a fertilizer 
that is balanced to fill the needs 
of the crop. 

This can only be done by test¬ 
ing the sbil to find the supply of 
lime, phosphate and potash in 
1 the soil and supply just what is 
needed. Mr. Dixon will take the 
soil test and combine this in- 
i formation with the manure and 
cover crop to be used to figure 
I the fertilizer analysis and amount 
\ »J meet all the needs at the low¬ 
est cost. 

He suggested that farmers take 
soil samples from each field and 
bring them to his office at once 
for testing. The test costs 75 
cents per sample. He stressed 
that the sample should be care¬ 
fully taken as follows: 

1. Use an augur. Bore it down 
into the ground about seven 
inches. 

2. Pul) the augur straight up 
and work the dirt off the augur 
into a bucket. 

3. Do this 10 places over each 
patch. Put the dirt from the 10 
places in the same bucket. .Mix 
the dirt thoroughly. 

4. Take about one-half pint of 
I the dirt out of the bucket and 

put it into a paper bag for the 
I sample. Throw the rest away. 
Write your name and the location 
of the field on the bag. 

5. Bring the sample to the 
county agent’s office. Do not 
send it. The fertilizer recom¬ 
mendations will be mailed to the 
farmer within a week.

WILDFIRE HITS 
TOBACCO BEDS 

Wildfire has done serious dam¬ 
age to some tobacco plant beds 
in the Grassy Creek section, says 
County Agent Charlie Dixon. He 
has had reports of the disease in 
other sections of the county but 
has been unable to check on them. 

Three affected beds seen by 
Mr. Dixon had not been treated 
with bluestone-lime. They had 
all been prepared this spring. 
They were in new locations. 

Wildfire is the greatest disease 
problem of Kentucky tobacco 
growers, said Mr. Dixon. I: not 
only kills or severely damages 
plants in the bed but if affected 
plants are set out, the disease 
may break out again in the fields 
during damp periods and cause 
great damage in the field. 

Mr. Dixon said that control lies 
wholly in prevention. There is no 
treatment for the disease. Weeds 
should be removed from beds. 
Cutting them at the top of the 
ground with a knife is less likely 
to spread disease than pulling the 
weeds. Any shade that can be 
removed will help by permitting 
the sun to dry out the bed. Ap¬ 
plying extra nitrogen just grows 
the plants faster but leaves them 
tenderer with a weaker root sys¬ 
tem. 

Prevention of the disease for 
next year should be started now 
by buying enough soybeans to 
sow each 100 by 9 foot b?d with 
15 pounds of soybeans as soon as 
the plants are removed for this 
year’s crop. These beans will 
smother out all other weeds and 
grass on the bed. When they are 
turned under in late August they 
will provide organic matter to 
leave the ground in good shape 
for next year’s beds. The roots 
will rot quickly and leave noth¬ 
ing on which the wildfire germs 
can live. The beds should be 
ditched well at that time so no 
surface water can run over them 
to carry the germs onto the bed.

ON DAYLIGHT TIME 

West Liberty officially went on 
Daylight Saving Time at mid¬ 
night last Sunday by action of the 
city council at a special meeting 
on Friday.

Town officials, in announcing 
the action, said no other town in 
Eastern Kentucky is on “slow" 
time. 

However, the rural sections are 
still on Central Standard or 
“slow” time. 

The change-over in West Lib¬ 
erty caused some confusion, but 
most people are getting accus¬ 
tomed to the change now. 

Going on Daylight Saving Time 
immediately were the bank, the 
city office, the churches and prac¬ 
tically all businesses in the town. 

County offices, the post office 
and buses, however, are still op¬ 
erating on Central Standard 
Time. There are only three more 
weeks of school, however, and it 
was not thought practicable to 
alter existing schedules for so 
short a time.

SCS SURVEYS 42 
TILING SYSTEMS 


(By Berlyn Brown) 

During the month of April 
technicians working with the dis¬ 
trict surveyed tile drainage sys¬ 
tems for 42 farmers in the county 
for a total of 27.143 feet. 

This amount sets a record for 
the amount layed out in any one 
month. Tile drainage surveying 
has beer, done on 66 farms since 
January, making a total of 39.179 
feet. 

During the same time 2018 ft. 
of diversion channels have been 
constructed on the farms of C. A 
Rowland, Roy Rowland and Dil¬ 
lard Murphy, Ezel. and Ernest 
Lewis, Wrigley. Five hundred 
feet of broad base terraces were 
constructed for Roy Rowland and 
Dillard Murphy. Ezel, and Asa 
Kemplin, Woodsbend. Nine farm 
ponds have been constructed by- 
Ray Elam, contractor, working 
through the district. 

In March and April 55,400 

pine, poplar and black locust 

trees were planted by coopera¬ 
tors in the district. Paul Wil¬ 
liams. West Liberty, has planted 
23.000 pines and 1,000 black lo¬ 
cust on his farm at Dingus. 

Forty-one new cooperators have 
been added to the district this 
year making a total of 655 active 
coperators to date. During the 

year 170 requests for approval of 
practices from the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (PMA) have been sur¬ 
veyed. 

John R. Crockett, one of the 
directors of the State Association 
of Soil Conservation District, met 
with the board of supervisors of 
the Morgan County Soil Conser¬ 
vation District Tuesday. 

Mr. Crockett stated that he was 
well pleased with the progress of 
the work being carried on by the 
Morgan district and that t h e 
progress was among the highest 
in his group of Northeastern 
counties. 

Mr. Crockett stressed the im¬ 
portance of our continued efforts 
in establishment and manage¬ 
ment of pastures and in reforesta¬ 
tion and protection of our wood¬ 
land from fire and grazing.

MOTHER AND HOME 

I know of no subject anywhere 
so broad in its meaning, and so

far reaching in it affect Ml 
I wanted to talk with you at first 
just a little about the home, the 
meaning of It and perhaps if I 
can add sometning to its value 
in your mind. All over the coun¬ 
try attention is being brought *o 
the need of better parents and 
the care of children, and I know 
of no problem that faces us from 
a social standpoint that is more 
important than the home life of 
country. Children are brought 
into the home and remain there 
over a period of years and do not 
mature as quickly as the young 
of the animal. This is not mere 
accident—the Creator knew that 
the importance of living demand¬ 
ed much time and preparation 
So. it is the responsibility of the 
parents in the home to train the 
child in the way that he should 
go. 

We wonder why so much fail¬ 
ure in home life is now experi¬ 
enced. It is not necessary that I 
call your attention to the in¬ 
creased juvenile delinquency of 
our own country. It is evident, 
and most of it I am willing to 
say goes back to the failure of 
the home. When you think of 
home some folk cannot visualize 
it for the simple reason they have 
had no chance Now and then In 
speaking to a group of young¬ 
sters I say something aoout the 
fine approach of father and fath¬ 
er’s love and someone .n the 
group looks down at the floor, 
indicating to me that I have 
made a mistake They rea’ly do 
not agree that father is a good 
man and fatherhood is meaning¬ 
ful. But that happens to some 
boys and girls, and 1 fear to 
many of them. Those us of who 
have had a chance to have been 
brought up in a home where the 
surroundings and the fellowship 
are sweet and lovely know that 
we can never find anything that 
will take its place. I believe that 
this is pretty well conceded but 
the home life is not made up by 
the walls of a house nor the fur¬ 
niture that is within it. It is 
made by the spirit of the people 
who dwell there. 

The important people in -hatl 
home of course to begin with are I 
the parents, father and mother. I 
Many a parent has said ‘t ir I 
voice and prose, expressing ’heir | 
feeling of the joy and happiness 
that is found there. I saw a 
statement by Will Duran the *th- 
er day that I thought was very 
good and I share it with you 
now. 

"Many years have I sought 
happiness. I found it first, per¬ 
haps. in the warmth of my moth¬ 
er’s breast, and in the fond car¬ 
ess of her hands, and in the 
tenderness that shone in her I 
eyes. I found it again in pla\ j 
for even in the pian of defeat I j 
knew the natural ecstasy of boy¬ 
hood's games I found it in first 
love; it came to me when a 
simple girl laid her hand upon 
my arm, and her braided hair, 
sweet with the fragrance- of J 
health came so close to my lips | 
that I kissed it without her 
knowing. And then she went 
from me, and happiness strayed 
away For I sought it next in re¬ 
making the lives of other rr. • 
went forth to reform the world. 

I denounced the ways of man¬ 
kind, and bemoaned the back¬ 
wardness of my time, and talked 
only of glories that were past, or 
were to come I wanted many 
law* to make life easier for me. 
and for youth. But the world 
would not listen, and I grew bit¬ 
ter. I gathered anecdotes of 
human stupidity, and heralded 
the absurdities and injustices of 
men. One day, an enemy said, 
‘You have in yourself all UM 
faults which you scorn in others; 
you, too, ate capable of selfish¬ 
ness and greed; and the world is 
what it is because men are what 
you are.' I considered it in soli¬ 
tude. and found that it was true. 
Then it came to me that reform 
should begin at home: and sl^ce 
that day I have not had time to 
remake the world. Many years t 
lost happiness. I sought it in 
knowledge, and found disillu¬ 
sionment. I sought it in writing, 
and found a weariness of the

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my feet tired on the way. I 
sought it in wealth, and I found 
discord and worriment. And 
then one day, at a little station 
out on a wooded cliff near the 
sea, I saw a woman waiting In a 
tiny ear, with a child asleep In 
her arms. A man alighted from 
a train, walked to her quickly, 
embraced her, and kissed the 
child gently careful lest he should 
awaken It. They drove off to¬ 
gether to some modest home 
among the fields; and it seemed 
to me that happiness was with 
them. Today I have negle -:ed 
my writing. The voice of a little 
girl calling to me, "Come out 
and play," drew me from my 
papers and my books. Was it not 
the final purpose -f my tod that 
I should be free to frolic with 
her and spend unharassed hours 
with the one who had given her 
to me? And so we walked and 
ran and laughed together, and 


fell in the tall grass, and hid 
among the trees: and I was young 
again Now it is evening; while 
I write, I hear the child's breath¬ 
ing as she sleeps in her cozy bed. 
And I know that I have found 
what I sought. I perceived that 
if 1 will do as well as 1 - an the 
tasks for which life .ns made 
me. I shall find fulfillment, and 
a quiet lane of happiness f. r 
many year*. Gladly 1 surrender 
myself to nature's imperative of 
love and parentage, trusting to 
her ancient wisdom, and know¬ 
ing that, as Dante learned when 
he entered Paradise, "L» sua 
vulontate e nostra pace - in her 
will and service is our peace.” 

Now this comes from a man of 
wisdom, a great philosopher In 
simple words and yet beautifully 
he expressed what man> >f us 
have felt And so It gets close to 
your heart when you know what 
hom_e_ may mem t> v -u and 
what children can do for you and 
with you. I read the poem of Mr. 
Guest’s giving to us this message: 

Joys of Home 

Curling smoke from a chimney 
low. 

And only a few more steps ti 

go 

Faces pressed it a wumlow pane 

Watching for someone to co-ne 

again. 

And I am the someone they 
want to see—

• The wheel of good eating ’—il¬ 
lustrating the seven basic food 
groups—is stressed by public 
health and medical authorises to 
show ways to obtain the food 
that will supply needed amounts 
of vitamins, minerals protein and 
other food requirements for good 
health. 

Take care in planning meals, 
says Mrs. Kinner. Check the fol¬ 
lowing for basic requirements: 

(1) Green and Yellow Vege¬ 
tables—One large se-ving daily 
of such foods as sweet potatoes, 
carrots, yellow squash, kale, tur¬ 
nips, mustards, greens, etc. 

(2) Oranges. Tomatoes, Grape¬ 
fruit (or raw cabbage cr raw 
greens)—Ore serving daily. 

(3) Potatoes and other Vege¬ 
tables and Fruits—On: or more 
potatoes daily and one cr mote 
of others such as bananas, com, 
beets, onions, peas, rhubarb, ap¬ 
ples, etc. 

(4) Milk and Milk Products— 
an adult, one to one and a half 
pints: children, Ys to one quart 
daily either as a beverage or in 
cooked foods. 

(5) Meat, Poultry, Fish. Eggs— 
One serving daily of meat, poul¬ 
try rr fish; one egg daily (or at 
least four a week) Dried beans, 
peas, nuts or peanut butler may 
substitute for meat or eggs part 
of the time. 

(6 i Bread, Flour and. Cereals— 
Two slices of enriched or whole 
gram bread or its equivalent at 
each meal. 

(7) Butter or Margirine with 
added Vitamin A—One to throe 
tablespoons daily.

This is a picture of a terraced 
field. A terrace is a cultivated 
ridge of soil thrown up across the 
slope to hold back the flow of 
water and take- it to a protected 
waterway. Terraces differ from 
other type ditches in that they 
are constructed on rolling land 
and even slopes, spaced at regu¬ 
lar intervals, little grade, wide 
enough to permit cultivation so 
that no ground space is lost. 

Effectiveness of terracing in 
reducing erosion has been com¬ 
pared many times. Here is a com¬ 
parison of soil losses on three 
similar slopes of 6 percent to 8 
percent and with the same rota¬ 
tion of oats, wheat, clover, and 
timothy.

soap out of ashes when a girl. 
I thought that was grand, wish¬ 
ing I was older to make soap 
myself. At the age of ten Mother 
said to me, “Do you want to make 
soap?” and with reply I said I 
will be glad to. And with some 
help from Mother I made the 
soap and have been making soap 
since. I have soap ten years old 
or older. I keep home made soap 
on hands at all time. I think it 
beats P & G or any other brand 
of soap that can be bought. 

I make my own hominy. Liv¬ 
ing in Dayton, Ohio, it’s very 
hard to get wood to burn, but I 
manage to get enough wood to 
burn so I can have ashes to make 
hominy.
